TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 

A Shock that Is Pelt from Toledo

Toledo, Nov. 1 .—At 10:30 this morning 
Toledo was startled by a terrific shock which 
shook the buildings, shattered glass and cre- 
ated a general panic in many of the schools 
It was caused by the explosion of the nitre 
glycerine factory and store house of A. J.
